Bush and congressional leaders 
clash over war-making authority

WASHINGTON President 
Bush clashed Wednesday with lead- 
ers of Congress trying to limit his 
war-making powers, but he assured 
anxious lawmakers he has not decided 
to use military force to push Iraqi 
troops out of Kuwait. 

Inatwo-hour meeting, Democratic 
leaders insisted that Bush must seek 
congressional approval before taking 
military action in the Persian Gulf. He 
refused to give any such guarantee. 

“The president did not indicate ei- 
ther a commitment to do that or re- 
fusal to do that,” Senate Majority 
Leader George Mitchell said later.

An anti-smoking group has blocked 
proposed national ventilation stan- 
dards that it said would not have-pro- 
tected office workers against the 
toxic effects of secondhand cigarette 
smoke. 

A lawyer for the group charged in 
an appeal to the American. National 
Standards Institute that the pro- 
posed standards reflected the aims of 
the tobacco industry, which had 
sought to soften the ventilation re- 
quirements in buildings where smok- 
ing is allowed. 

“The tobacco industry almost suc- 
ceeded in pulling off a tremendous 
coup,” Richard Daynard, chairman of 
the Tobacco Products Liability Pro- 
ject in Boston, said Wednesday. 
“They were using the standards to 
cast doubt on the evidence that envi- 
ronmental tobacco smoke causes dis- 
ease.” 

In a letter that it has been sending 
to employers, the Tobacco Institute 


quate and ventilation systems are 
properly maintained, tobacco smoke 
is not a problem.” It based that con- 
clusion on the proposed ventilation 
standards. A copy of the letter was 
obtained by The Associated Press. 

Adoption of the standards would 
have enabled employers to defend 
themselves against charges that they 
were endangering employees’ health 
by allowing smoking in their build- 
ings, Daynard said. 

He said it is now likely the stan- 
dards will be changed to reflect con- 
cerns about the toxic effects of 
cigarette smoke. That could force 
many of the nation’s employers to ban 
smoking or face liability for the harm 
that tobacco smoke causes, Daynard 
said. 

The Tobacco Institute, an industry 
lobbying group based in Washington, 
D.C., said it had no immediate re- 
sponse to the development. 

On Nov. 8, the American National 
Standards Institute sustained Day- 
nard’s appeal and refused to accept 
the proposed ventilation standards.

Drug users 
risk losing 
licenses

WASHINGTON States 
must suspend the driver’s licenses 
of all convicted drug offenders or 
risk losing part of their federal 
highway funds under newly ap- 
proved legislation signed by Presi- 
dent Bush. 

The measure applies to all 
states and all illegal drugs, includ- 
ing the 10 states where possession 
of small amounts of marijuana has 
been decriminalized but is still 
considered an infraction of the 
law. 

The legislation, included in the 
transportation appropriations bill 
for the current fiscal year, got lit- 
tle attention during the flurry of 
activity as Congress rushed to 
leave town at the end of October. 

It calls for withholding 5 per- 
cent of federal highway funds 
starting Oct. 1, 1993, from states 
that fail to impose six-month sus- 
pensions on drivers convicted of a 
drug offense. 

The cut would increase to 10 
percent on Oct. 1, 1995. 

About half the states now allow 
suspension of drug offenders’ li- 
censes, but only a few, such as 
New Jersey, have mandated such 
suspensions. 

Passed Oct. 27 and signed by 
Bush on Nov. 5, the measure ac- 
complishes in large part what na- 
tional drug control policy director 
William J. Bennett tried to impose 
more than a year ago. 

But White House chief of staff 
John Sununu, a former governor 
of New Hampshire, blocked that 
effort, arguing that states should 
be allowed to decide such matters 
for themselves, free from federal 
government coercion, administra- 
tion sources say. 

The new legislation contains an

highway funds would be cut. 
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Kremlin frees prices on luxury items 


MOSCOW — The government said Wednesday it is lifting controls on the 
prices of luxury goods in an effort to encourage production. Hours later, 
Russia’s parliament declared the decree void in the largest of the 15 Soviet 
republics. 

The move by the Russian Federation set up the latest struggle in the war 
between the central Soviet and Russian governments. It demonstrated the 
fragmentation and confusion plaguing the Soviet Union as the base of power 
moves from the Kremlin to the republics. 

The confrontation came despite an attempt Sunday by Soviet President 
Mikhail S. Gorbachev and Russian President Boris N. Yeltsin to patch up their 
differences on economic reform. The two agreed to set up commissions to 
decide how to divide authority between the two governments. Yeltsin also 
claimed Gorbachev agreed to a coalition government. 

The latest battle began with a decree by the national Council of Ministers 
that prices would be freed on goods “of no essential influence on people’s living 
standards” — such as jewelry, furniture and American cigarettes. 

Other goods covered by the decree, which was released by the Tass news 
agency, are natural furs, carpets, high-tech electronics, cut glassware, china, 
spare car parts and imports such as whiskey and gin. 

The government said freeing prices would “provide extra incentives to 
increase the production of consumer goods and saturate the market.” 


46 feared dead in Swiss plane crash 


ZURICH, Switzerland — An Alitalia DC-9 jetliner with 40 passengers and 
six crew members aboard crashed Wednesday night, during a rainstorm, into 
a hillside outside Zurich and exploded, Swiss authorities said. 

All aboard flight AZ404, en route from Milan to Zurich, were feared dead in 
the crash, Kloten airport spokesman Peter Gutknecht said. The crash oc- 
curred in a forested area near the village of Stadel, five miles north of Zurich’s 
airport. 

Swiss Radio said debris from the plane was burning more than two hours 
after the crash. Rescuers pulled at least 10 bodies from the wreckage, police 
said. 

One rescuer at the scene told Swiss television that pieces of the plane were 
burning “like a voleano.” The wreckage was scattered across a swatch of the 
wooded hillside, witnesses told Swiss TV. Italy’s state-run RAI television 
said it appeared unlikely the disaster was weather-related, but added that 
first reports appear to discount the possibility of a terrorist act. 


Study links hostility to heart trouble 


DALLAS — Hostile teenagers are likely to grow up to be adults who have 
high cholesterol, according to a study that finds new links between anger and 
heart trouble. 

For years, many experts assumed that hard-driving, impatient people with 
classic Type A personalities were at high risk of heart attacks. But many have 
grown skeptical of this theory, and some now believe that the truly lethal 
personality trait is hostility and anger. 

“People with high hostility at age 19 tend to have high cholesterol levels at 
40,” Dr. Redford B. Williams of Duke University said Wednesday. 

Redford’s study was among several presented at the annual meeting of the 
American Heart Association to suggest that hostile people are more prone to 
heart trouble — both because of the effects of adrenaline and other hormones 
on their bodies and their tendency to have unhealthy living habits. 

One report from Yale University researchers found that people who react to 
situations with strong emotions, particularly anger, are especially likely to die 
of cardiac arrest. When people get angry, their bodies pump out stress 
hormones, which trigger the body to release fat into the bloodstream. 


Catholic bishops want sex ed in schools 


WASHINGTON — U.S. Roman Catholic bishops on Wednesday adopted 
their first comprehensive guidelines on human sexuality, portraying it in 
exalting terms and calling for it to be taught in Catholic schools. 

Against some opposition and attempts at delay, the document was approved 
by a strong voice vote by the National Conference of Catholic Bishops. 

It says sexual education should be taught in schools and parishes as well as in 
families, a provision strongly opposed by several bishops who said many 
parents want such education kept in the home. One said families might remove 
their children from Catholic schools if sex education is required. 

Describing sexuality as a “wonderful gift,” the bishops say they approach 
the subject with a “deep and abiding sense of appreciation, wonder and 
respect.” 

The 185-page document was developed by a:special taskforce, includi 
experts in various fields. The document affirms the church’s trade 
ing that condones intercourse only in marriage. 


‘Guestages’ replace ‘hostages’ in Iraq 


BAGHDAD, Iraq — Saddam Hussein has contributed a new word to the 
English language: “guestages,” short for “guest-hostages.” 

The Iraqi president’s ministers routinely warn reporters not to refer to the 
thousands of Westerners banned from leaving Iraq as hostages. 

“This is a very, very bad and dirty word, and I’m not going to accept it,” says 
Information and Culture Minister Latif Jassim during his news briefings. 

And a warning in Iraq today should be taken seriously. 

After several such warnings, the word “guestages” entered the lexicon of 
Iraqispeak. 

“Are you a hos...” The moment you ask any of the hundreds of Westerners 
held in Baghdad hotels, comes the swift reply: “No, I’m a guestage.” 

To tell the world that Western news reports on the conditions of hostages 
held at strategic sites are wrong, Iraq’s state-run television has started a new 
program, “Guest News,” in which Americans, British, Japanese and Germans 
are shown playing pool or giving interviews.

An expert on the Palestinian issue 
will speak to students today about the 
current Palestinian situation. 

Dr. Muhammad Hallaj will speak at 
11 a.m. in the Kennedy Center. His 
topic will be “The Palestinian Decla- 
ration of Independence: Two Years 
Later.” 

Hallaj, according to a press release 
from the BYUSA Office of Public 
Communications, is currently the di- 
rector of the Palestine Research and 
Educational Center. 

Hallaj also publishes the magazine 
“Palestine Perspective,” a Washing- 
ton, D.C.-based pro-Palestinian 
movement magazine. He is also a for-

He received his doctorate in politi- 
cal science from the University of 
Florida in Gainesville. He has also 
taught at Jacksonville University in 
Florida and at the University of Jor- 
dan in Amman. 

Hallaj is a columnist for The Arab 
American News in Dearborn, Mich., 
and has published many articles in 
journals. He has contributed to sev- 
eral books, including “Palestinian 
Agenda for the West Bank and Gaza” 
and “Palestinian Rights: Affirmation

Palestinians deserve 
independent identity 


Israel cracked down again Wednesday on the nearly three-year-old 
Palestinian uprising by imposing more curfews and by announcing plans to 
halve the Arab work force from the occupied lands. 

It is ironic that Israel’s survival would require the suppression of another 
people after centuries of suppression themselves. They should have learned 
that suppression only creates hatred. and Israel can not afford enemies now. 


Since 1948, when Israel gained

statehood, the Arab people of 
Palestine have systematically 
been deprived of every qualifica- 
tion needed by any people to be- 
come a nation-state or an inde- 
pendent entity. Those 


qualifications are cultural iden- 


tity, central government, diplomatic recognition and territory. 

By forcing Arabs into ghettos called occupied lands, and by not allowing any 
form of government to exist in Palestinian neighborhoods, Israel has forced 
the Arab culture to teach its children that throwing rocks is the only way to be 


heard. 


The latest developments have confined roughly 420,000 people in the occu- 
pied West Bank and Gaza Strip indoors and have closed schools in the West 
Bank, keeping 300,000 Arab students out of classrooms. 

The government further expects 60,000 of 180,000 Arab workers to lose 
their jobs. The positions will be filled with Soviet immigrants and discharged 


soldiers. 


There needs to be astate of Israel and there needs to be a state of Palestine. 
Unfortunately both states demand to live on the same land. For now, Israel 
has the upper hand through education and resources. 

But unless attitudes change nothing will be resolved. Children on both sides 


are being raised to hate each other. 


The first step to changing attitudes might be to return respect to the Arab 
people by recognizing they exist and by allowing them a democratic voice of 


their own. 


Until then, only the rocks will be heard.

Iam writing in regard to the Oct. 29 
article entitled “Y’s knights save the 
day.” I was very disheartened to hear 
about the young couple who found out 
their baby was not covered by in- 
surance. Although there may be sig- 
nificant factual differences, my wife 
Kiersten and I were in a similar situa- 
tion. We were able to obtain a very 
satisfactory resolution to our prob- 
lem. 

In August of this year, we returned 
to BYU and were shocked to find we 
were no longer covered for pregnancy 
because we had inadvertently al- 
lowed the insurance to lapse over the 
summer. 

It is an understatement to say it 
seemed unfair. BYU had knowledge 
of our intent to register for Fall 1990 
and of my wife’s pregnancy since 
February. By not notifying us of our 
gap in coverage, Deseret Mutual Ben- 
efit Association would reap a wind- 
fall. 

Tamalaw student, and in about one 
hour of study I was able to come up 
with what looked like a winning argu- 
ment. The Ombudsman’s Office 
merely sent me to the Howard S. Mc- 
Donald Health Center, where I spoke 
with Gary B. Brimley, assistant di- 
rector of Student Health Services. 

I told Brimley of my plight and of- 
fered to pay for the summer coverage 
in order to bridge the gap which the 
mutual oversight had caused. Brim- 
ley called the association and ex- 
plained my situation and my offer. I 
made no mention of legal action. The 
association accepted the settlement. 

This story has two endings. The 
first is joyous. On Oct. 26, Kiersten 
gave birth to a beautiful baby girl. 
Mother and child are doing splendidly 
and I am very grateful for this bless- 
ing. But three days later when I read 
the article, I learned another ending: 
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that “a learning experience” at BY U 
can cost $200,000.

housing deposit obligations |* 


The Ombudsman’s Office has re- 
ceived a number of complaints con- 
cerning the use of student housing 
deposits. The BYU Housing Office, 
the organization directly responsible 


for all BYU-approved housing, pro- ~ 


vides a mediation service designed to 
successfully resolve these types of 
problems. But all students should un- 
derstand their rights and obligations 
in these matters. 


A security deposit serves three 
purposes. First, it is considered a 
form of collateral, which “encour- 
ages” tenants to care for the land- 


- lord’s property and protect it from 


abuse and/or damage. If tenants dam- 
age the property, the landlord has 
money available to make any needed 
repairs or clean the unit. 

Second, landlords require a secu-. 
rity deposit to induce tenants to fulfill 
their contracts. If a tenant moves out 
before his lease expires, the landlord 
uses the security deposit as if it were 
rent/income and sustains less of a loss 
while attempting to fill the empty 
space. For this reason, the deposit is 
often a substantial amount. 

Finally, if tenants overstay their 
welcome, remaining longer than the 
terms of the lease permit, the land- 
lord may also decide to charge them a 
per diem (daily fee) and can subtract 
this amount from their security de-
